GATT CONCESSION ON MOTION PICTURE—L. S. AND GERMANY 


Representatives of the United States and the Federal Republic of Germany signed 
on April 26 at Bonn an agreement, negotiated under Article XXVIII of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT), making certain changes in the Cierma tariff 
concession affecting motion picture films 

The new agreement eliminates a clause in the German GATT scheduls hich pro 


vided among other things that if the Germans established a “screen quota” for domesti 
films—that is, a quota guaranteeing to their own film producers a certain percentage 
theatre exhibition time—they would not make such quota higher than 27° 


In compensation for this withdrawal, Germany agreed: (1) until December 1, 1957 
(extendable for another year unless specifically denounced), not to impose any restri 
tions upon the importation or exhibition of foreign films in Germany that would not |! 


applied in a like manner to domestic films, and (2) should a screen quota be est ablishe¢ a 
after the above period and should in addition, the German foreign exchange positi« 

Warrant the imposition of further prohibitions or restrictions, the latter would 
imposed only on the transfer of earnings. This second obligation may be denounced ir 
any year.

AILROADS and world trade go hand in hand 


East, West, South and North,

American industry to ocean carriers 


By far and large, many if not all of our great American industries of today, 
can trace their success in part to the cooperation received from the railroads— 
tobacco, coal, ore, steel, chemicals, automotive and thousands of others. The early 


American tobacco planter and exporter, 
who rolled his product in hogsheads to 
Seaboard, certainly could not foresee the 
tremendous tobacco export business of the 
United States of today. The many thou- 
sands of carloads of tobacco in hogsheads 
and cases now being exported can be 
credited to the American railroad that 
has served the tobacco industry for many 
years through its port of Newport News, 
Virginia. It is said more tobacco moves 
through that port than any other port of 
the United States. It is also claimed 
that Newport News has the largest to- 
bacco vacuum fumigation plant of any 
port in the Free World. 

The mining industry is another that can 
be added to the list. Coal is virtually car- 
ried to Newcastle from the coal piers of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Railway at New- 
port News, where additions to railroad 
coal piers are being built. Our railroads 
laid the tracks to the coal mines, built the 
coal cars and built the coal piers at Sea- 
board without one cent of subsidized 
money and today millions of tons of 
American coal is being exported to all the 
Free World where it serves human needs 
and gives to foreign industry the means 
of manufacturing the products they export 
to many nations, including the United 
States. 

The huge American steel industry is de- 
pendent upon the importation of iron, 
manganese, chrome and other types of 
ore. These import ores move from ships 
over the ore facilities of the American 
railroads at Seaboard and into the rail- 
road-owned ore cars for movement to the 
steel plants. The vital iron ore imports 
needed to supplement the domestic supply 
amounted to approximately 23 million long 
tons in 1955: it is estimated that in five 








years the requirements will be doubled and 
perhaps tripled in 15 years. The rail- 
roads are increasing their ore handling 
facilities at their respective ports so as 
to give to the American high geared steel 
industry the service required to handle the 
present import movement and the antici- 
pated increased tonnage. 

In August, 1947, the C&O expanded its 
foreign freight department to better serve 
export and import shippers in its territory 
and to expand its export, import, inter- 
coastal, and coastwise freight business. As 
the first step in reorganization, this de- 
partment was redesignated the World 
Commerce Department. 

Most of the export, import, intercoastal 
and coastwise shipments handled by the 
C&O pass through its eastern terminus, 
Newport News. The World Commerce 
Department is maintained by the C&O to 
assist importers and exporters whose ship- 
ments move through the C&O port of New- 
port News. Each staff member is thor- 
oughly familiar with the movement of 
ocean cargoes and the most efficient han- 
dling and direction of them. Department 
personnel are always readv to help obtain 
irrevocable letters of credit for firms en- 
tering the export market for the first 
time; explain customs requirements of 
countries to which goods are destined; ar- 
range contracts for transportation of 
goods from an overseas port to its destina- 
tion; arrange for space on steamships, 
and make suggestions to shippers for han- 
dling consul documents and other export 
papers. 

Newport News, on Hampton Roads, is 
almost exactly in the center of the Eastern 
Seaboard of the United States, halfway 
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between the southern tip of Florida and 
the northern tip of Maine. It is one of 
the most efficient ports in the world for 
the exchange of rail and waterborne traf- 
fic. C&O’s own major port connects the 
railroad with the trade lanes leading to 
and from all of the great ports of the 
world. There is every mechanical facility 
for handling any type of cargo. Railroad 
cars go right on the pier. The docks pro- 
vide every facility for handling light, 
heavy or bulk cargo. Sailings from New- 
port News average about one every 90 
minutes to more than 50 countries 
throughout the world. Facilities include 
ample warehouse space, fast freight ser- 
vice, import and export packing service 
and new facilities for bulk cargo. 

Leaf tobacco from Virginia, Kentucky 
and the Carolinas; cigarettes, tractors, 
foodstuffs, machinery, automobiles, coke, 
forest products and a variety of manu- 
factured commodities, largely from the 
midwest, are other important commodi- 
ties moving into Newport News for ex- 
port. Imports moving westward include 
Turkish leaf tobacco, newsprint, paper, 
tanning extracts, chrome, iron and man- 
ganese ores. 

In February of this year, C&O started 
construction of a new facility for unload- 
ing bulk materials, such as manganese, 
chrome, bauxite and iron ore. So far as 
is known, Ore Pier 9 upon its completion 
will be the only ore pier in existence on 
the East Coast that can be reached by the 
largest ore carriers now afloat with any- 
where near a full cargo and still be 
capable of discharging them in record 

eS RMSHip time. 

The traffic generated by this new fa- 
cility will further strengthen C&O’s traf- 
fic diversification program. Traditionally, 
the Chesapeake and Ohio has been known 
as a coal railroad. Back in the middle

Foreign Trade Controls Relaxed in Netherlands—A further relaxation of Netherlands 
foreign-trade regulations has been announced bv the Ministry of Economic Affairs 

The new regulations, which went into effect on March 9, cancel the former requir¢s 
ment that licenses must be applied for in advance for all individual imports or exports 
valued at over 10,000 guilders (1 guilder—US$0.264). Thus the so-called reporting pro- 
cedure, under which it is sufficient only to report a transaction to the Central Import 
and Export Bureau, is extended to most imports and exports. Import or export licenses 
must now be applied for in advance only for the small category of goods still under 
quantitative or other Government control. 

Italy Frees Import of More Dollar Goods—The Italian Government has expanded its 
liberalized dollar import list by about 200 of its tariff classifications and subclassifica 
tions, effective April 7. The list now covers about 40 per cent of goods making up 
private imports from the United States in 1953 

Indo-Yugoslay Trade Expected to Expand—Trade between India and Yugoslavia is 
expected to reach a much higher level under a 3-year trade and mutual technical assist- 
ance agreement signed between the countries in New Delhi on March 31 

Important items on the list of commodities to be exported from India to Yugoslavia 
include iron ore, manganese ore, mica, shellac, myrobolan and its extract, tea, coffee 
tobacco, spices, hides and skins, cotton, textiles, raw cotton, raw wool, wool waste, jute 
goods, and handicraft and cottage-industry products 

U. S. Trade Fair Overseas Missions Receiving Large Volume of Inquiry More than 
75,C00 inquiries on trade with the United States have been handled by the 26 trade mis 
sions sent abroad by the Department of Commerce since the beginning of the United 
States Government's international trade fair program over a year ago 

U. S. trade missions—introducing an entirely new technique in trade fair 
tion—work to stimulate interest in the exchange of goods and services by offering com- 
petent, practical and frank discussion and advice on how to sell as well as buy in the 
United States.

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IDENTITY OF COMPETITIVE DOMESTIC COAL-TAR PRODUCTS 
DUTIABLE UNDER PARAGRAPH 27 OR 28 

Section 14.5(c) of the Customs Regulations authorizes appraisers to furnish importers 
with information of the American selling price or United States value of coal-tar product 
under certain conditions, but such information normally would not include the name of, 
and other particulars identifying, the competitive domestic products. As the importer Is 
entitled to the complete information, copies of customs laboratory reports, identifying by 
trade name, or otherwise, and manufacturer any competitive domestic product, hereafter 
shall be furnished to importers or their representatives as outlined below 

Upon request of an authorized person, as defined in section 26.4(a) of the Custom 
Regulations, the appraiser, or collector if the appraised invoice and report of appraisement 
has been lodged with the latter, shall furnish such person with a carbon copy of the 
customs laboratory report covering the entry of a coal-tar product. The copy shall be 
unsigned or, if requested, either signed manually or certified. Any charge made for such 
service shall be in accordance with the pertinent provisions of section 24.12 of the 
Customs Regulations. 

When appraisement, contemplated or final, is predicated on a laboratory report 
covering entry of the same product by a different importer, a statement of the particulars 
identifying the competitive domestic products nevertheless may be furnished the entrant 
upon request. This shall be accomplished without disclosing identities of importers or 
other information required to be held in confidence 

The chief chemist is not authorized to give importers or other applicants copies of 
customs laboratory reports covering imported coal-tar products. However, he shall pro 
vide such number of carbon copies as may be requested by the appraiser or collector

CUSTOMS FORM A-14—N. Y. 

-*At a meeting of the Import and Travel Facilitation Committee established at the 
Port of New York by the Collector of Customs and the United States Appraiser of Mer 
chandise, it was suggested that importers can help avoid some of the unnecessary paper 
work in the following situation 

When the appraiser believes that the entered value should be increased or the duty 
classification shown on the entry should be changed, the present procedure is to send 
to the importer and to his customs broker a notice on Form A-14 advising them of the 
contemplated changes, and offering the importer an opportunity, within a limited period 
of time, to discuss the contemplated changes with examiner 

It has been found ina great number of cases that the importer does not take advan 
tage of the privilege of consulting with the examiner after receiving a notice on Forn 
A-14. Nevertheless, some importers continue to make subsequent entries of the same 
merchandise without changing the entered value or classification When this happens 
the appraiser must follow the routine of sending Form A-14 to the importer and to his 
customs broker. 

The suggestion is made that if an importer receives Form A-14 and does not questior 
and decides not to challenge the changes that the appraiser wants to make, he should he 
careful to have subsequent entries reflect the changes shown on Form A-14 so that it 
will not be necessary to have these forms repeatedly issued because of incorrect classifica- 
tion or entered value. 

At the same time, importers are urged to consult with the customs examiner as to the 
preper classification and dutiable value whenever they receive Form A-14 and do not 
agree with the proposed change in classification or advance in the entered value 

Where the appraiser reports an increase in value or change in classification to the 
Collector of Customs, as required by law, the importer has a right to appeal to the 
Customs Court, but if no such appeal is filed, the entries involved are liquidated on the 
basis of the value or of the classification recommended by the appraiser 

Following such liquidation, the importer is presented with a demand for the payment 
of additional duty, which demand may come anywhere from six months to several years 
after the arrival of the shipment,

The following amendment of the Customs Regulations will authorize the permanent 
registration of readily identifiable articles of foreign origin which are to be taken abroad

(c) Resident travelers who made frequent trips abroad may permanently register 
cameras, binoculars, and other articles of foreign orign which bear permanent idéfrfti- 
fication numbers or markings.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—MANIPULATION IN BONDED 

Page 1418 WAREHOUSES AND ELSEWHERE 

In a recent decision the United States Customs Court held that where manipulation 
under section 562 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, produced two separate articles 
which constitute an entirety, they are classifiable separately whether or not withdrawn 
for consumption under a single withdrawal. 

To conform to that decision, section 19.11 (d) of the Customs Regulations is amended 
by substituting a period for the semicolon following “section 562” in the third sentence 
and by deleting the remainder of that sentence. [T.D. 54067.]

Note.—In general Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 
excise tax has been paid.

RIFLE BARRELS WHEN IMPORTED ASSEMBLED WITH RIFLE ACTIONS—It ap 
pears probable that a correct interpretation of paragraph 365, Tariff Act of 1930, requires 
that barrels although imported assembled with rifle actions be separately classified under 
the provision for “barrels for * * * rifles, further advanced in manufacture than rough 
bored only” at a rate of duty higher than that heretofore assessed under an established 
and uniform practice on such rifle barrels when so imported 

Pursuant to § 16.10a (d) of the Customs Regulations (19 CFR 16.10a (d) ), notice is 
hereby given that the existing uniform practice of considering barrels imported assembled 
with rifle actions as a single tariff entity and classifying the whole under paragraph 365 
Tariff Act of 1930, as parts of rifles is under review in the Bureau of Customs 

Consideration will be given to any relevant data, views, or arguments pertaining to the 
correct tariff classification of barreled rifie actions which are submitted in writing to the 
Bureau of Customs, Washington 25, D. C. To assure consideration of such communications, 
they must be received in the Bureau not later than 30 days from April 26, 1956. No hear- 
ings will be held. 

BICYCLE ACCESSORIES AND LAMPS IMPORTED WITH BICYCLES—It appears 
probable that a correct interpretation of paragraph 371, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, re- 
quires (1) that bicycle accessories imported with complete bicycles be treated as separate 
tariff entities and be classified in the same manner as though imported separately, and (2) 
that since bicycle lamps are parts of bicycles, following the principle of C. D. 556, as dis- 
tinguished from accessories, their weight should be taken into account in determining the 
weight of the bicycle for the purposes of paragraph 371, as modified. 

Such an interpretation would result in some instances in a rate of duty higher than 
that heretofore assessed on bicycle accessories and bicycles under an established and uni 
form practice. For instance, if the weight of a bicycle lamp causes a bicycle having wheels 
over 25 inches in diameter, not designed for use with tires having a cross-sectional di 
ameter of over 15% inches, valued over $16.66%;, to weigh 36 pounds or more, the rate ap 
plicable to the bicycle would be 22% percent ad valorem rather than 11% percent ad 
valorem. The lamp which is assessed with duty at the rate applied to the bicycle with 
which it is an entirety would be subject to the changed rate applicable to the bicycle 

In the case of accessories, such as the luggage carriers or kick stands in common use 
the rate would change from the bicycle rate applicable under the provisions of paragraph 
371, as modified, which is 11% percent or 30 percent ad valorem in some instances, to 22% 
percent ad valorem under the provisions of paragraph 397 of the tariff act, as modified. The 
rates of duty applicable to other accessories would vary according to the character of 
the accessories. 

Pursuant to § 16.10a (d) of the Customs Regulations (19 CFR 16.10a (d) ), notice is 
hereby given that the Bureau of Customs has under review the existing uniform practices
